Agent Dies 
In 7-Story 
Fall at FBI 

FBI Special Agent Thomas 
E. Elrod, 34, of Woodbridge, 
Va., went to work in his sev. 
enth-floor laboratory in the 
Justice Department building 
at his customary early hour of 
7 a,m. yesterday. 

Eight minutes later, his 
body was found by a building I 
guard in the courtyard below 
the lab. His service revolver 
was nearby and a window of 
the storeroom above the lab 
was standing open, the sill 
splashed with blood. 

Coroner Richard E, Whelton 
last night was withholding the 
results of his autopsy, but FBI 
officials said foul play was not 
suspected. 

Elrod, one of the highly 
trained experts in the Bu- 
reau’s famed physics and 
chemistry “crime lab,” was not 
known to have any profes- 
sional problems, a spokesman ] 
said. ^ 

He had lived with his wife « 
and two young sons at 14712 ^ 
Dunbar' la. since his transfer j 
to Washington in June, 1966 \ 
from the Portland, Ore., i 
branch office. ^ 

Elrod held a master’s degree ’ 
in physics and chemistry, the 
Bureau said, and joined the 1 
FBI in March, 1965. He was a 1 
native of Kansas. r
